morials, ofany thing that might c6- 
cerne his Lordſhips honor, fortune, 
or ſcruice, And when not long after 
Tentred into this courſe,my brother 
Maiſter Anthony Bacon came from 
beyond the ſeas, being a Gentle- 
man whoſe abilitie the world raketh 
knowledge of for matters of State, 
ſpecially forreine; I did likewiſeknit 
his ſeruice tobe at my Lords diſpo- 
ſing. And on the otherſ1de, I muſt 
& will eueracknowledge my Lords 
loue, truſt, and fauour towards me;

laſt of all his liberalitie, having in- 
feoffed me of land which I ſold for 
eighteene hundred pounds to Mat- 
ſer Reynold Nicholas , and Tthinke

And yetin 
two maine points wealwaies direct- 
ly & contradicorily differed, which 
I wil mention to your Lordſhip,be- 
cauſe it giueth light to all that fol- 
lowed.

other varictie, wherewith I vſed to 


touch that ſtring . Another point 


was,that I alwayes vehemently diſ- 


ſwadced him from ſecking greatnes 
by a militarte dependance , or by a 
popular dependance, as that which 


would breed in the Queeneiealou- - - 


fic, in himſelfe preſumption, andin 
the State perturbation : and I did v- 
ſually compare them to /carus two 
wings which were ioyned oh! with 
waxe, and would make him ven- 
ture to ſoare too high, and then faile 
him at the height. And I would fur- 
ther ſay vnto him : My Lord, ſtand 
vpon two feet, and flie not vpo two 
wings. The two fecte, are the two 
kinds of Iuſtice, Commutratiue and 
Diſtributine:vſe your oreatneſle for 
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aduancing of merit andvertue, and 


releeuing wrongs and burdens, you 
(hallneed no other art or finenefſe: 
but he would tcll me, that opinion 
came not from my mind, but from 
my robe. Bur it is very rue, that]; 
that neuer meant to inthral my (cle 

to my Lord of Eſſex, nor any other 
man, morethe ſtood with the pub. 
like 000d, did (though I could lit- 
tle pre aaile) diuert him by all means 
poſſible from courſes of the warres 
and popularitic : for I ſaw plainely 


.the Queene muſteitherliue or die; 


if ſhe lived,then the times would be 
as in the declination of an old 
Prince; if ſhe died, the times would 
be asin the beginning ofa new: and 
that if his Lordſhip did riſe too faſt 
in tlicl courſes, the times might be

dangerous forhim.and he for them. 
Nay, I rememberT was thus plaine 


with him vpon his voyage to the I- 


lands, when I ſaw euery ſpring put 


| foorth ſuch actions of charge and 


prouocation, that I ſaid to him: My 
Lord, when I caine firſt vnto you, 


I tooke you fora Phiſition that deſt- - - 
red to cure the diſcaſes of the State, 


but now I doubt you will be like 
thoſe Phiſttions, which can be con- 
tent to keepe their patients low , be- 
cauſe they would alwaies be in re- 
queſt: which plaineneſſe he neuer- 
theleſſe tooke very well, as he had 
an excellent eare, and was patrentiſ- 
imus veri, andafſured me the caſe 
of the Realme required it : and I 


fithinkethis ſpeech of mine, and.the 
Wike renewed afterwards, pricked 
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him to write that Apologte which 
is in many mens hands. 
Bur this difference in two points 
{o maine and mareriall,bred in pro- 
ceſſe of time a diſcontinuance of 
- priuateneſſe ( as itis the manner of 
men ſeldom ro comunicate where 
they thinke their courſes not appro- 
ued) between his Lordſhip and my 
ſc1fe; ſo as I was not called nor adut- 
{ed with, for ſome yeare anda halfe 
beforc his Lordſhips going into Ire- 
land 38 in formertime : yet neuer- 
thcleſſe rouching his goinginto 7re- 
lazd,it pleaſed him exprefly and in 
a {ct mannerto deſire mine opinion 
and counſell . At which time I1did 
not onely diflwade, but proteſt a- 
gainſt his going, telling him with as 
much vchemencie andaſſeuerationſo 
p 
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as [ could, that abſence in that kind 
would exulcerate the Queens mind 
whereby it would not be poſlible 
for him to carrie himſclfe ſo, as ro 


giue her ſufficient contentment:nor 


or her to carte her ſelt ſo, as togiue 
him ſufficient countenance, which 
would be ill forher,ill for him, and 
ll for the State. And becauſe 1 wold 
mie no argum<nt, I remember I 
ood alſo vpon the Girficultic ofthe 
ation : ſetting before him out of 
iſtories, that the 1ri/h was ſuch an 
nemie as the ancient Gau/es,or Brt- 
0n5,0r Germaines were,and that we 
aw how the Romans, who had ſuch 
liſcip'ine to goucrne their ſoldiers, 
nd ſuch donatjues to encourage 
he,and the whole world ina maner 


leauic them;yet when they came 
B 3

to deale with enemies which placed 
their felicitie onely in libertie, and 
the ſharpneſle of their ſword, and 
had the naturall and elementall ad- 
uantages of woods, and bogges,and 
hardneſſe of bodies, they cuer found 
they had their hands full of them: 
and therefore concluded,that going 
ouer with ſuch expectation: as he 
did, and through the curliſhneſſe 
of the enterpriſe not like to anſwe 
it, would mightily diminiſh his re- 
putation; and many other reaſons 
vied, ſoas Iam ſure Ineuer in any 
thing in my life time dealt with him 
in like carneſtnes by ſpeech, by wri 
ting , and by all themeanesI could 
deuiſe, For I did as plainely ſee hi 
ouerthrow chained as it were by de 
ſtinie to that journey, as it is poſſibl 
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forany man to ground a iundgment 
vpon future contingents . But iny 
Lord, howſocuer his care was open, 
yet his heartand reſolution was ſhut 
againſt that aduice, whereby his 
ruine might haue bin preucted, Af- 
ter my Lords going, I ſaw how true 
a Prophet I was, inregard of the e- 
uident alteration which naturally 
ſucceeded inthe Queens mind; and 
thereupon I was ſtil in watchto find 
the beſt occaſion that in the weake- 
neffe of my power I could either 
take or miniſter, to pull him out of 
thefire if ithad bene poſſible : and 
not long after,me thought I ſaw 
ſome ouerture thereof, which I ap- 
prehended readily ; a particularitie 
I thinke be knowne to very few,and 
the which 1 do the rather relate to 
B 4 
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your Lordſhip, becauſe I heare it 
(hold betalked, that while my Lord 
was in Ireland,l reucaled ſome mar. 
ecr againſt him or I cannot tel what, 
which ifit were nota meere {laun- 
der as thereſtj;,but had any though 
neuer ſo litle colour, was ſurely-vp6 
this occaſton. The Queene one day 
at Noneſuch, a litle (as I remember) 
before Cues coming ouer, I atten- 
ding her,ſh-wed a paſſionate diſtaſt 
of my lords proceedings in 1relznd, 


_ asifthey were vnfortunate, without 


iudgement,.contemptuous,and nat 
without ſome priuate end of his 
owne; anda!l that might be, and 
w3s pleaſed as ſhe ſpake of it to- ma- 
ny thatſh - truſted leaſt, ſo to fal-in- 
tothe like ſpeech with me; whereu- 
pon I who was ſtill awake, and true

effect: Madame,] know notthepar- 
ticulars of Eſtate, and I know this, _ 
that Princes actions muſt haue no 
abrupt periods or concluſions, but 
otherwiſe I wold thinke, that it you 
had my Lord of Zſſex here with a 
white ſtaffe in his hand,as my Lord 
of Leiceſter had, and continued him 
{till about you for ſocictie to your 
ſelfe, and foran honour and orna- 
ment to your attendance & Court 
inthe eyes of your people, & inthe 
cyes of torreine Embaſſadors, then 
were he in hisright element; for, to 
diſcontenthimas you do, &yetto 
put arms and powerinto his hands, 
may be akind of tempratio to make 
him proue cumberſome 6: vnruly. 
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Andrherefore if you would 7wpone. 
re bonar2clauſulamn,and ſend for him: 
and fatisfic him. with honopr here | 
neare you, if your affaires which (as 
I hauc ſaid) I am not acquainted 
with, wil permit it,I thinke were the 
beſt way. Which courſe your Lord. 
ſhip knoweth, if it had bene taken, 
thenall had bene well, andnocon- 
tempt inmy Lords comming over, 
nor continuance of theſe icalouſies, 
which that employment of Ireland 
bred, and my Lord here in his for- 
mer grcatnefle. Wel,the next newes 
that Iheard, was, that my Lord was 
come ouer, and that he was com- 
mitted to his chamber for leauing 
Ireland without the Queecnes li- 
cence: this was at Noxeſuch , where 


(as my duty was)l cameto his Lord- 
ſhip

ſhip,and talked with him priuately a- 


bout aquarter of an houre, and he. 


asked mine opinion of the courſe 
was taken with him; I told him:;My 


Lord, Nuberula eſt, cito tranſibit: it 
is but a miſt : but ſhall I eel your: 


Lordſhip, it is as miſts are, if it go 


vpwards,it may haps cauſea ſhower,

I was in the wrong;butſureIam, he 
did iuſt c6trary in cuery one of th-ſe 
tliree points. After rhis, during the 
while ſince my Lord was comitted 
to my Lord Keepers, I camediuers 
times tothe Qucen, as | had vſed to 


do,about caules of her reuenue and 
law 
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ſaw buſineſle, as is wellknowne : by 
reaſon of which acceſſes , according 


tro the oxrdinarie charities of Courr, it 


was glue our, that T was one of them 


that incenſed the Queene 5 my 


Lord of Eſſex. Theſe ſpeeches I can- 


not tel, nor I will not thinke that they 
grew any way from ter Maieſtics 
owneſpeeches,whoſe memory I will 
cuerhonour : ifthey did, ſhe1s with 
God, and miſcrum eft ab is led; de 
quibus non 'poſsis queri. But I muſt 
giuc this teſtimonte to my Lord Ce- 
cill, that one time in his hovſe ar the 
Sausy he dealt with me direRly , and 
ſaid to me; Couſin, I heareit, bur I 
belecue it not, that you ſhould do 
lome ill office to my Lord of Eſſex: 
for my part Tam mcerely paſſhueand 
not actiue in this ation,and I tollow 
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the Queeneand that heauily , and [ 
leade her not; my Lord of Eſſex is 
one that in nature I could conſent 
with as well as with any one liuing; 
theQueen indeed 13 my Soueraigne, 


and I am her creature,I may not leeſe 


her, and the ſame courſe I wold wiſh 
youro take : whereupon I fatisficd 
him how farre I was from. any ſuch 
mind. And as ſometimes it cometh 
to paſſ2, that mens inclinationsare 
opened moreinatoy , thenin aſeri- 
ous matter: Alittle before that time, 
being about the middle of Michael- 
mas terme, her Maicſtichad apur- 
poſeto dineat my lodge at T wickna 
Parke, at which timeT had (though 
I profecfſenot to bea Poet)prepared 
a Sonnet directly tending andallu- 
ding to draw on her Maicſtics recon- 

cilement 
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cilement tomy Lord, which Ireme. 
beralſo I ſhewed toa great perſon, 
& one of iny Lords nearcit friends, 
who commended it: this, rhough ir 
be (as I ſid) buta toy, yet ithewed 
plainely in what ſpirit I procceded, 
and that Iwas readie not only to do 
my Lord good offices, but to publiſh 
and declare my {clt tor him;and ne- 


ver was ſo ambitious cf any thing 


in my lifetime, as I was to haue ca- 
ied ſome token or fauour from her 
Maieſtie to my Lord,vſingaltheart 
Thad, both ms procure her Maicſtic 
to end, and my ſelfe to bethe mel- 
ſenger: forasto the former, I feared 
notto alleageto her, that this pro- 
ceeding toward my Lord, was a 
thing towards the people very im- 
plauſible, and therefore wiſhed her 
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Maicſtie howſocuer ſhe did, yetth 


diſcharge her ſelfe of it; and to lay 


vponothers, and therefore that ſhe 
ſhould intermixe her proceeding 
w't + ſome immediate graces from 
her ſelfe, that the world might take 
knowledge of her Princely nature 
and goodneſle,leſt it ſhould alienate 
the hearts of her people from her, 
Which I did ſtand vpon, knowing 
very well, that if ſhe once relented 
toſend orviſite, thoſe demonſtrati- 
ons wold proue matter of ſubſtance 
for my Lords good . And to draw 
that employment vpon my ſelfe,] 
aduiſed her Maieſtic,that whenſoe. 
uer God ſhould moue her to turne 
taeliohtof her favour towards my 


Lord, to make {ignification to him 


thcreot: that her Maieſtic if ſhe did 
t 


itnot in perſon, would at the leaſt 
vic ſome ſuch meane as might not 
intitle themſelues to any part of the 
thanks,as perſons that were thought 
mightie with her, to worke her, or 
to bring herabour; but to. vie ſome_ 
ſuch as could not be thought but a 
meere conduct of her owne good- 
neſſe : but I could neuer preuatle 


with hcr, though I am perſwaded 


ſhe ſaw plainely whereatT leuelled: 
but ſhe had me in tealouſie, that I 
was not hers intirely,but4tillhadin- 
ward and dcepe reſpects towards 
my Lord, more then ſtood at that 
time with her will and pleaſure . A- 
bout the ſame time I remember an_ 
an{wer of mine in a matter which

But this I will neuer 
deny, that I did ſhew no approba- 
tion generally of his being ſent backe 
againe into Ireland, both becauſe it 
would haue caried a repugnancie 
with my former diſcourſe, and be- 
cauſe I was in mine owne heart ful. 
ly perſwaded, that it was not good 
neither for the Queene, nor forthe 


State,nor for himſelfe': and yet I did 


not diflwade it neither, butleft it & 
ner as loers lubrices , For this parti- 


cularitie 
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cularitieI do well remember, that 
after your Lordſhip was named for 
the place in Ireland, & notlong be- 
fore your going, it pleaſed her Ma- 
ieſtic at White hall toſpeake tomeof _ 
that nomination: at which time I 
ſaid to her : Surely Madame, if you 
meanenot to employ my Lord of 
Eſſex thither againe, your Maieſtie 
cannot make a better choice, and 
was going on to ſhew ſome reaſon; 

and her Maieſtic interrupted me 
with great paſſion: Eſſex! ( ſaid ſhe) 

whenſoeuerI ſend Eſſex backagaine 
into 7re/ad,T will marrie you, clatme 
it of me: wherunto I ſaid; Well Ma- 

dame, I will releaſe that contract if 
his going be for the good of your 
State. Immediatly after the Queene 

had thought of a courſe(which was 
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alſo executed ) c have ſomewhat 
publiſhed in the Starre-chamber,for 
the ſatisfaction of the world rou- 
ching my Lord of Eſſex his reſtraint, 
and my Lord of E/ſex not to be cal- 
iedtoit, but occaſion tobe taken by 
reaſon of ſome Libels then diſper- 
ſed; which-wahen her Mateſtie pro- 
pounded vnto me, I was vtterly as 
cainſt it; and told her plainely,rhat 
the people would fay,thatmy Lord 
was wounded vpon his backe, and 
that Tuſtice had her ballance taken 
from her,which cuer conſiſted of an 
accuſation and defence, with many 
other quicke and ſignificant tearms 
to thatpurpoſe : in ſo much that I. 
remember I ſaid, that my Lord 
foro fame was too hard for her, and 
tacrefore wiſhed her as I had done

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before,to wrap it vp priuatly .' And 


certainely I offended her at that 
time, which was rare with me: forT 
cal to mind that both the Chriftmas, 
Lent, and Eaſter Terme following, 
though I came diuers times to her 
vpon Law bulines, yer me thought 
her face and maner was not focleare 
and open to me, as 1t wasat the firſt, 
And the did directly charge me;that 
I was abſent that day at the Starre- 
chamber, which was very true; but 
Lalleaged fe tome indifpoſition of bo- 
die to excuſe it: and during all the 
timeaforeſaid, there was altum ſilex- 
tium from her to me touching my 
Lordof Eſſex caules. 

But rowardes the end of Faſter 
tcarme, her Maieſtie brake with me, 
and told me that ſhe had found my 
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words true, for that the proceeding 
inthe Starre-chamber had done no 
_ good, but rather kindled faQtious 
bruites (as ſhe tearmed them) then 
quenched them, and therefore that 
ſhe was determined nov for the {a- 
tisfaQtio ofthe world, to proceeda- 
eainſtmy Lord in the Star-chamber 
by an information oye tens, and to 
have my lord broughtto his anſwer: 
howbeit ſhe ſaid ſhe wold aflure me 
that whatſocucr ſhe did, ſhould be 
towards my Lord ad caſiigationem, 
enon ad deſiructionem.as indeedihe 
had often repeated the ſame phraſe 
before: wherunto I ſaid ( tothe end 
viterly to diuerther:)Madam if you 
wil haue me ſpeake to you in this ar- 
gument,] muſt ſpeak to you as Fricr 
Bacons head ſpake, that ſaid firſt, 
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Time 75,and then,T ime was,and. time 
would nener be;tor certainly (ſaid 1)it 
is now far too late,the matter is cold 
and hath taken too much winde; 
whereat ſhe ſeemed againe offended 


and roſe from me,and thatreſolutis 


fora while continued; and after, in 
the beginning of Midſomer'terme, 
I attending her, and finding her 
ſetled in that reſolution ( which I 
heard of alſo otherwiſe ) ſhe falling 
vpon the like ſpeech , it 1s true, that 
ſceingno other remedie,[ ſaid to her 
ſlightly, Why Madame, if you will 
needs haue a proceeding, you were 


beſt haneitin ſomeſuchſortas 0nd 


ſpake of his miſtris, Eft al:qnid luce 
patentc minus go make a counſeltable 
matterofit,and thereanend; which 


ſpeech againe ſhe ſeemed totakein il 
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part, but yetIthinkeit did good at 
that time, and holpe to diuett that 
courſe of proceeding by informatis 
in the Starre-chamber, Neuertheles 
afterwards 1t pleaſed her to make a 
more ſolemne matter of the procce- 
ding;and ſomefew dayes after when 
order was giuen that the matter 
ſhold be heard at Tork houſe, before 
an aſſembly of Counſellers, Peeres, 
and Iudges , and ſome audience of 
men of qualitie to be admitted, and 
then did ſome principal Counſellers 
ſend for vs of the learned Countſell, 
and notifie her Maicſties pleaſure 
vnto vs, ſaue that it was ſaid to me 0- 
penly by oneof them,that her Maic- 
ſty was not yet reſolued whether ſhe 
would haue me forbornein the buſt- 
nes or no. And hereupon might ariſe

that other ſiniſter and vntrue ſpeech 


' that Theare is raiſed of me, howT 


was a ſuter to bee vſed againſt my 
Lord of X/ſex at that time : for it is 
very true, thatTI that knew well what 


had pafſed berweene the Queenand 


me, and what occaſion I had given 
her both of difſtaſt & diſtruſt, in croſ- 
{ing her diſpoſition, byſtandingſted- 
taſtly for my Lord of Eſſex, & ſuſpe- 
ing italſoto bea ſtratageme ariſing 
from ſome particular emulation, I 
writ to her two or three words of 
complement, ſignifying to her Ma- 
icſtie, that if ſhe would bepleaſed to 
ſpare me in my Lord of Eſſex caulc, 
out ofthe conſideration ſhe tooke of 
my obligation towards him, Iſhould 
recko it for oneof her higheſt fauors; 
vut otherwiſe deſiring her Maicitic 
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to thinke that I knew the degrees of 
duries, and that no particular obliga. 
tio whatſocuer to any ſubiect could 
ſupplant or weaken that entirenesof 
duticthar I did owe and beareto her 
and her ſcruice;& this was the good- 
ly ſure I made, being areſpetnomi 
that had his wittes could haue omit- 
ted: but neuertheleſſeI had a further 
reach in it, for I iudged that dayes 
worke would be afull period of any 
bitterneſſc or harſhnes betrweene the 
Queene and my Lord,andtheretore 
if I declared my ſelfe tully according 
to hermindatthartime,which could 
not do my Lord any manner of pre- 
tudice,I ſhould keepe my credit with 
her ever after,whereby to doe my 
Lord ſervice. Hereupon the next 
newsthatI heard,was; that we were 


all 
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all ſent for againe, and that her Ma- 
ieſtics pleaſure was, we all ſhould 


haueparts inthe buſineſle; and the 


Lords falling into diſtribution of 
our parcs,it was allotted to me,that I _ 
ſhauld ſer foorth ſome vnduritull ca- 


riage of my Lord,in giuing occaſion 
and countenance to a ſeditious 
Pamphlet, as it was tearmed, which 
was dedicated ynto him, which was 
the booke before mentioned of king 
Henry the fourth. Whereupon I re- 
plycd tothar allotment, and ſaid to 
their Lordſhips, that it was an old 
matter, and had no maner of cohe- 
rence with the reſt ofthe charge, be- 


Ing matters of Ireland, and therefore 


that I hauing bene wronged by 
bruites before, this wold expole me 
tothem more; and it would befaid, 
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I gaue in cuidence mine owne tales, 
It was anſwered againe with good 
({hew.that becauſe ir was conſidered 
how I ſtood ryed to my Lordof th 
ſex, therefore that part was thought 
fitteſt for me which did him leaſt 
hurt- for that wheras all the reſt was 
matter of charge and accufation,this 
onely was but matterof caueat and 
admonition. Wherewith thoughl 
was in mine owne mind litle fatil- 
fied, becauſeI knew wela man were 
better to be charged with ſome 
faults, then admoniſhed of ſome o- 
thers: yetthe concluſion binding v- 
pon the Queenes pleaſure direQly, 
wvolens nolens,l could not auoidetbat 
partthat was laid vpon me; which 
paitif in the deliuerie I did handle 
nottenderly, (though no man. be- 
fore 


poſed at leaſt) how the Queene was

fore me didin fo cleare tearmes free 
my Lord from al diſloyaltieasI did) 
that, your Lordſhip knoweth,muſt 
be aſcribed to the-ſuperior dutic I 
did owe to the Queenes fame and 

honour in a publike proceeding, 
and partly to th- intention I had to 
vphold my ſelf in credit 8 ſtrength 
with the Queene, the better tobe a- 
ble todomy Lord good offices af- 
terwards: for aſſoone as this day was 
paſt,I loſt no time, but the very next 
day following (as I remember) I at- 
tended her Maieſty,fully reſoluedto 
try and putin vre my vtmoſt inde- 
uour, ſofarreas lin my weakeneſſe 

could give furtherance to bring my 

Lord againe ſpeedily into Court 8: 

into fauour, andknowing (as I ſup- 
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to bevſed, I thotight that to: make 
her concelue that the matter went 
well then, was the way to make her 
leaue off there; and Iremember wel, 
Ifaid to her,you hate now Madame

the one is ouer Fame, the other is 
ouer a great mind : for ſurely the 
world be now TI hope reaſonably 
_ wellfatisfied;zand for my Lord, he 
did ſhew that humiliation towards 
your Maicſtie, as Iam perſwaded he 
was neuer in his life time more fit 
for your fauorthen he is now: ther- 
foreif your Maieſtie will not marre 
it by lingring, but giue ouer at the 
beſt, and now you haue made (0 
good afull pointreceiue him 5

with tenderneſle, I ſhall then thinke 
that all that is paſt is for the beſt; 
WheratI remember ſhe took excee- 
ding great contentment, and did of 
ten iterate and put mein mind, that 
ſhe had euer ſaid, that her procee- 
dings ſhould be ad reparationem,and 
not ad ru/nam , as who faith , that 
now was the time Tſhould well per- 
ceive, tharthat ſaying of hers ſhould 
proue true. And further ſhe willed.

beare to giue my Lord from timeto 
time faithfull aduertiſement what 1 
found, and what I wiſhed. And 1 
drew for him by his appointment 
ſomeletters to her Mateſtic, which 
though I knew well his Lordſhips 


gift and ſtile was farre better then 


mine owne, yet becauſe he required 
it,alleaging that by his long reſtraint 
he was growne almoſta ſtranger to 
the Queens preſent conceipts; I was 
readie toperforme it: and ſure " 
tenat 
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that forthe ſpace of ſixe weekes, or 
two moneths it proſpered ſowell, as 
I expected continually his reſtoring 
to his attendance. And I was neuer 
better welcome to the Queene, nor 
more made of, then when I ſpake 
fulleſt and boldeſt for him:in which 
kind the particulars were exceeding 
many,whereof foran exampleT wil 
remember to your. Lordſhip oneor 
two;asat one time cal tomind;her 
Maieſtic was ſpeaking of a fellow. 
that yndertook to cure, oratleaſt to 
caſemy brother of his goute, and aſ- 
ked me how it went forwa rds;and1I 
told her Maieſtic, thatat the firſt he 
receiued goodby it, bur after inthe 


courſe ofhis cure he found himlelfe 
ata ſtay or rather worſe: the Queene 
ſaid th I will tell you Zacon the 
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error of it, the maner of theſe Phiſt. 
tions and eſpecially theſe Empericks 
is to continue: one. kind, of med 
cine, which atthe firſt is proper, be- 
ing to draw out the ill humor, but 
after they haue not the diſcretionto 
chaunge their medicine, but apply 
ſtill drawing medicines, when they 
ſhold rather intend to cure and cor- 
roboratethe part. Good Lord Ma- 
dame (ſaid I) haw wiſely and aptly 
can you ſpeake and diſcerne of Phi. 
ficke miniſtred to the boadie, and 


conſider notthatthere is the like oc- 


caſfton of Phiſicke miniftred ro the 
mind-asnow inthe caſeofmy Lord 
of Eſſex , your Princely word cuer 
was, that you intended cucr to re- 
forme his mind, and not ruine his 
fortune : I know well you _ 

ut 
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but think that you have drawne the 


humor ſufficiently, and therefore it 
were more then time, and it were 
bur tor doubtof mortifying or exul- 
cerating, that you did apply and mi- 


niſter ſtrength and comfort ynto. 


him: for theſe ſame gradations of 
yours are fitter to corrupt then cor- 
ret any mind of greatneſſe. Andan 
other time I rememberſhe told me 
for newes, that my Lord had writ- 
ten vnto her ſome very dutifull let- 
ters, and that ſhe: had bene moued 
by them, and when ſhe tooke it to 
be the abundance of the heart, ſhe 
found itto be buta preparative to a 
ſure for the renewing of hisfarme of 
Sweet wines: whereunto I replycd, 
O Madame, how doth your Maic- 
ſtie conſter of theſethings,as if thel& 
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two could not ſtand well together, 
which indeednature hath planted in 
4ll creatures: For there are but two 
ſympathies, the one towards Perfe- 
etion, the other towards Preſeruati. 
02, Thatto Perfection , as the iron 


 contendeth to the Loadſtone : that 


to Preſeruation, as the vine will 
creepe towards a ſtake or prop that 
ſtands by it, not for any loue to the 
ſake , but to vphold it ſelfe. And 
thcrefore Madame,you muſt diſtin- 
euiſh my Lords deſire to do you 
ſeruice, is asto his perfection, that 


which hethinkes himſelf to be born 


for - whereas his deſire to obtaine 
this thing of you, is but fora ſuſten- 
ration.

Lordvery ſtrangely to mention at 
the barre: the ſcope of which were 
but to repreſent and picture foorth 
vnto her Maieſty my Lords mind to 
be ſuch,as I knew her Maicſtie wold 
faineſt haue had it, which letters 
whoſoeuer ſhall ſee,(tor they cannot 
now beretracted or altered, being 
by reaſon of my brothers ,- or his 
Lordſhips ſeruants dcliueric, long 
ſincecomen into diverſe hands ) let 
him judge, ſpecially if he knew the. 

Queene, and do remember thoſe 
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times,whether they were not the la- 
bours of one that ſought to bring the 
Queene about for my Lord of Eſſex 
his good.

red well they weteſuch as knew 
not how to play the malefaRors,and 
ſome other words which I now o- 
mit. And as for the reſt of the cari- 
ageof my ſelfe in that ſeruice, I haue 
many honorable witneſſes that can 
tell,thatthenext day after my Lords
